It has come to my attention that we are still awaiting for the "No Parking Anytime" 
signage to be removed from the north side of Romaine Street (between Seward and Las 
Palmas). Recently the LADOT Parking Enforcement has been citing constituents that park 
on the north side of Romaine which has conflicting sign postings - for example NO 
PARKING and No Parking Tuesdays from 8-12. There are only two (2) no parking signs 
installed along the north side of the street several feet in-between with no additional 
signage. In fact this week alone, LADOT Parking Enforcement towed vehicles from the 
street and of course cited them as well.
